INTRODUOTOKY  EEMARKS, 

During  the  last  two  years  we  have  been  working  under  the 
new  school  law  and  there  have  been  marked  improvements  in 
every  branch  of  the  public  school  system.  Pupils  and  teachers 
alike  have  felt  the  impetus  and  all  work  has  improved  thereby. 
A  few  teachers  have  been  compelled  to  leave  the  profession 
but  they  have  been  only  those  who  could  not  keep  pace  with 
the  highest  requirements  in  examination  for  certificates  and 
abreast  of  the  educational  thought  of  the  hour.  This  but 
proves  the  statement  just  made  that  there  has  been  an  im- 
provement. 

Perhaps  the  most  marked  educational  progress  within  the 
past  year  has  been  shown  in  Flathead  County.  (See  Supt. 
Bernard^s  report  herein.) 

The  following  table  of  statistics  will  show  what  increase  has 
been  made  since  the  1894  report:

COMPULSORY  EDUCATION. 

Our  statistics  show  that  during  the  last  year  there  have 
been  3162  children,  8  to  14  years  of  age,  who  have  not  attended 
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school  either  public  or  private.  This  evil  will  never  be  eradi- 
cated until  our  trustees  perform  their  duty  as  laid  down  in 
Sections  1923  and  1924  of  the  Political  Code  in  regard  to  tru- 
ancy. Truancy  is  not  so  much  a  matter  of  defiance  of  law  as 
it  is  a  matter  of  indifference,  hence,  absenteeism  is  more  prop- 
erly the  bane  from  which  most  of  our  schools  suffer.  Parents 
are  indifferent  to  the  doubly  serious  effect  that  irregularity 
in  school  attendance  has.  It  is  injurious  to  the  school  be- 
cause it  impedes  the  speed  of  the  regular  attendants,  thus  leav- 
ing them  to  devices  of  their  own  which  result  too  frequently 
in  demoralization.  It  is  injurious  to  the  irregular  child  be- 
cause it  overburdens  him  with  school  work  when  he  resumes 
school,  discourages  him,  and  cultivates  a  spirit  of  disregard. 
We  have  a  well-adapted,  and  an  operative  truancy  law  if 
properly  executed. 

I  seriously  recommend  that  there  be  a  law  enacted  to  pre- 
vent any  child  under  14  years  of  age  from  being  employed  in 
any  mill,  factory,  business  house,  messenger,  or  in  any  busi- 
ness whatever  that  would  employ  them  during  school  hours. 
In  fact  I  would  like  to  see  children  under  14  prevented  from  be- 
ing employed  as  messengers  at  any  time.  This  business  neces- 
sarily leads  them  into  all  resorts  of  vice  and  thus  makes  them 
familiar  with  crime  at  an  early  age.  I  wish  we  might  have 
a  law  that  would  "keep  our  youth  unspotted  from  sin." 

Just  so  long  as  we  allow  child  labor  we  shall  have  an. un- 
educated class  and  thus  unprincipled  men  and  women.  I  do 
not  mean  that  every  working  boy  is  morally  ruined  by  his 
work;  but  I  do  mean  that  the  earlier  the  child  goes  to  work, 
the  greater  the  probability  of  his  ruin.  I  mean,  too,  that  too 
often  here  is  the  beginning  of  the  truancy  question,  the  tramp 
question,  the  unemployed  question,  the  drink  question,  and 
the  whole  ramifying  question  of  the  juvenile  offender.  Let  us 
stop  it  by  enacting  a  good,  stringent  law  against  the  employ- 
ment of  child  labor,  and  let  the  statute  make  it  a  criminal 
offense  for  any  employer  to  have  in  his  employ  children  under 
the  forbidden  age  and  give  some  one  the  power  to  prosecute, 
in  the  name  of  the  State,  employers  guilty  of  violating  the  law. 
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FREE  TEXT-BOOKS. 

Two  years  ago  I  argued  before  a  committee  of  our  State  Sen- 
ate in  favor  of  free  text-books.  To-day,  after  a  more  careful 
and  complete  investigation  of  this  subject  in  states  where  it 
has  been  tried,  I  am  more  than  convinced  that  justice  and 
economy  demand  that  this  be  put  into  practice  in  this  State 
just  as  soon  as  our  commonwealth  is  able  financially. 

In  both  theory  and  practice,  wherever  it  has  been  tried,  it 
has  proven  a  success.  I  believe  it  is  necessaopy  to  enact  this 
law  to  make  our  public  schools  unlimitedly  and  unqualifiedly 
free.  As  in  the  establishment  of  a  new  industry  the  burden 
of  expense  is  incurred  at  the  time  of  establishment,  so  with 
free  text-books — the  greatest  expenditure  occurs  at  the  time 
of  introduction.  No  data  can  be  obtained  relative  to  the  ag- 
gregate expenditure  under  individual  ownership,  hence,  com- 
parisons with  that  system  are  impossible.  In  all  probability 
the  expenditure  for  books  in  succeeding  years  will  not  be  over 
fifty  per  cent,  of  the  first  year,  perhaps  not  over  forty  per  cent. 
It  depends  upon  the  supply  procured  the  first  year.  But 
wliatever  the  expense  may  be,  it  is  conceded  by  all  who  have 
investigated  this  question  to  be  far  cheaper  than  individual 
ownership. 

For  this  very  reason,  book  companies,  of  course,  oppose  this 
plan. 

The  free  text  book  law  was  adopted  in  Massachusetts  in 

1883  and  the  following  table  exhibits  the  expenditure  per 
pupil  for  each  successive  year:

Every  New  England  state  has  adopted  free  text-books  but 
Maine  makes  the  best  record.  In  Maine  the  expenditure  per 
pupil  for  the  five  years  reported  since  the  adoption  is  as 
fi.llows: 

1891,  $1.16;  1892,  $0.54;  1893,  $0.34;  1894,  $0.40;  1895,  $0.46. 

In  the  light  of  these  figures  let  some  fond  parent  sit  down 
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with  Ms  offspring  and  compare  motes  with  individual  owner- 
ship of  books.    A  word  to  the  wise  is  sufficient. 

Hon.  Mason  S.  Strong,  State  Supt.  of  Education  of  Vermont, 
in  his  late  report  miakes  the  following  statement: 

"Probably  no  school  law  spread  upon  our  statute  books  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  has  been  more  aicceptable  to  the  people 
than  the  law  providing  for  free  text  books  for  the  pupils  in 
our  public  schools.'' 

"The  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  system  may  briefly 
be  summarized  as  follows : 

1st,  A  large  annual  saving  to  the  people  of  the  State; 

2nd,  An  increase  in  school  attendance.  Statistics  show  that 
such  increase  is  eleven  per  cent. 

3rd,  Pupils  equipped  to  begin  work  the  first  day  of  school; 
loss  of  time  so  frequently  resulting  from  previous  systems 
prevented. 

4th,  All  pupils  well  and  equally  provided,  sensitiveness  re- 
sulting from  disparity  of  equipment  removed;  advantages 
equalized. 

5th,  Pupils  trained  in  the  formation  of  habits  of  order, 
neatness,  and  regard  for  the  rights  and  property  of  others. 

6th,  Enables  teachers  better  to  classify  their  schools;  to 
place  books  in  the  hands  of  pupils  adapted  to  their  ability;  to 
do  better  work. 

7th,  It  fills  out  the  intent  of  a  free  school  system.'' 

In  the  State  of  Maryland  a  committee  consisting  of  eight  of 
the  most  prominent  educators,  having  Hon.  E.  B.  Prettyman 
as  chairman,  was  appointed  to  thoroughly  investigate  the 
question  of  free  text  books  and  report  its  findings  with  rec- 
ommendations. This  committee,  on  Nov.  26,  1895,  made  a 
most  exhaustive  report  upon  this  subject  and  among  its  find- 
ings is  the  following: 

"We  find  that  free  text  books  have  now  been  adopted 
throughout  the  whole  State  by  ten  States,  and  by  a  very  large 
number  of  districts  and  other  sub-divisions  in  other  States. 
In  some  towns  free  books  have  been  in  use  for  nearly  twenty 
years. 

We  invite  special  attention  to  the  assertion  that  we  have 
not  been  able  to  find  a  single  instance  of  the  abandonment  of 
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the  free  book  system  after  its  adoption  in  any  State  or  locality; 
on  the  contraDPy,  it  is  the  nnform  and  emphatic  testimony  of 
those  who  have  tried  it,  that  the  advantages  claimed  have 
been  fully  realized,  and  that  the  reasons  assigned  for 
opposing  the  schemie  have  not  been  sustained.  The 
cost  of  books  has  been  reduced;  schools  have  been  en- 
abled to  organize  on  the  first  day  of  the  term ;  new  classes 
have  been  promptly  formed  during  the  year;  the  attendance 
upon  schools  has  been  increased;  and,  for  these  and  other  rea- 
sons, the  efficiency  of  the  schools  has  been  increased.  It  has 
been  shown  also  that  books  loaned  free  have  been  better  cared 
for,  and  last  longer,  under  proper  regulations,  properly  en- 
forced, than  those  sold  to  the  pupils.  In  fact  the  adoption 
of  the  free  text  book  system  has  invariably  silenced  opposi- 
tion. 

In  our  study  of  the  text-book  problem  from  experienec  in 
the  several  States,  another  very  important  fact  has  been  dem- 
onstrated, viz :  that  every  attempt  to  furnish  text-books  to  the 
schools  by  State  contract  has  been  a  failure,  in  as  much  as  no 
scheme  of  State  contract  has  prevailed  continuously  in  any 
given  State  without  given  rise  to  scandals,  abuse  and  discon- 
tent. 

The  opinion  prevails  widely,  and  is  rapidly  growing,  that 
the  true  solution  of  the  text-book  problem  lies  in  providing 
for  the  use  of  text-books  free  of  cost  to  the  pupil,  at  the  expense 
of  the  State.'' 

In  all  of  which  I  heartily  concur.  Therefore  I  would  res- 
pectfully recommend  the  following  plan  to  meet  the  first  cost 
of  introduction,  viz :  have  the  State  use  the  funds  which  ac- 
cumulate in  the  State  School  Income  Fund.  Last  February 
I  had  the  honor  to  distribute  this  fund  among  the  several  coun- 
ties of  the  State  as  provided  in  Section  1714  of  the  Political 
Code.  This  amounted  to  |51,027.60  or  on  the  basis  of  |1.30 
per  capita  of  school  age.  Of  course  the  same  had  been  accum- 
ulating since  we  became  a  State,  aaid  therefore  is  larger  than 
will  be  distributed  next  year  by  my  successor.  However,  this 
fund  in  a  few  years  will  be  adequatie  to  nearly  meet  the  entire 
expense  of  our  school  system  and  for  that  reason  I  give  this  as 
a  source  from  which  to  draw  to  procure  the  introduction  of 
free  text-books. 
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This  fund  lias  reached  nearly  |20,000  since  last  January,  and 
if  the  Legislative  Assembly  would  relieve  the  State  Superin- 
tendent from  carrying  into  effect  said  section  1714  of  the  Polit- 
ical Code  for  one  year  this  sum  would  amount  to  $45,000  or 
150,000.  This  amount  certainly  would  pay  first  cost  of  intro- 
duction and  this  would  not  be  felt  by  any  taxpayer. 


STATE  NOEMAL  SCHOOL. 

We  have  improved  our  school  law  but  as  yet  we  have  no 
facilities  within  our  borders  to  prepare  our  boys  and  girls  for 
the  responsibilities  attendent  upon  those  who  would  instruct 
our  youth. 

Our  State  Normal  is  not  yet  completed,  although  the  roof 
is  in  place.    We  have  here  one  of  the  most  magnificent  build 
ings  that  has  ever  been  erected  within  our  State;  and  one  we 
shall  always  look  to  with  pride.    (See  frontis-piece.) 

It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  and  trusted  that  the  forthcoming 
Legislative  Assembly  will  see  that  this  Institution  will  be  pro- 
vided with  funds  to  maintain  it,  and  that  its  doors  will  be 
opened  next  September  with  a  live,  energetic  corps  of  in- 
structors. We  can  never  have  good  schools,  however  good  the 
law  may  be,  until  we  have  modern  methods  of  teaching  pre- 
sented to  our  would  be  teachers.  The  greatest  factor  entering 
into  the  composition  of  a  good  school  is  a  good  teacher.  Be- 
cause a  person  knows  a  subject,  it  is  not  necessarily  true  that 
facility  in  impartation  will  follow.  Absorption  and  radiation 
are  converse  processes.  Impartation  may  follow  knowledge  of 
a  subject,  but  in  such  crude  and  unskilled  manner  that  half  its 
value  is  lost.  Our  schools  need  trained  teachers ,  Teaching  is 
*  an  art,  but  the  untrained  and  untrainable  teacher  degrades  it 
to  a  trade.  Teaching  to-day  is  in  a  transition  period  and  is 
seeking  a  sound  basis  through  a  better  and  larger  conception 
of  educational  principles. 

At  present  our  youth  must  attend  similar  institutions  in 
other  States  or  go  without  the  necessary  culture  to  prepare 
them  for  their  calling.  Let  us  educate  them  at  home  and  thus 
build  up  another  educational  center  within  our  grand  Com- 
monwealth. 
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Dillon,  the  home  of  our  State  Normal,  is  one  of  the  pleas- 
antest  cities  within  the  State.  Her  people  are  most  intelli- 
gent and  progressive  and  her  public  schools  and  churches  are 
models  in  every  way.  No  parents  could  wish  for  brighter  or 
more  wholesome  surroundings  in  which  to  educate  their  child- 
ren. 


STATE  SCHOOL  OF  MINES. 

From  the  report  of  Hon.  F.  E.  Sargent,  chairman  of  the  local 
board  of  the  State  School  of  Mines,  I  cull  the  f  ollowing : 

"A  contract  for  the  erection  of  one  wing  of  the  building  has 
been  let  and  work  on  the  same  is  being  pushed  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  The  contract  price  of  the  building  is  |88,456.85  and 
by  the  terms  of  the  same  is  to  be  finished  in  August,  1897.  The 
site  of  the  school  is  on  a  commanding  elevation,  immediately 
west  of  and  adjoining  the  city  limits  of  Butte,  and  is  coinvenient 
of  access,  while  sufficiently  removed  from  the  business  portion 
of  the  City. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  no  more  import- 
ant educational  institution  has  been,  or  will  be  built  in  Mon- 
tana, than  the  State  School  of  Mines,  and  none  is  more  worthy 
of  generous  support.'' 

For  accounts  of  our  State  Agricultural  College  and  our  State 
University  see  the  reports  of  Dr.  James  Keid  and  Dr.  O.  J.  Craig 
which  are  herewith  appended. 


TEACHEES  INSTITUTES. 

As  our  State  has  had  no  Normal  School  in  operation,  our 
teachers'  institutes  have  been  obliged  to  undertake  to  fill  this 
long  felt  w^ant.  We  have  always  designed  the  work  for  the 
instruction  and  inspiration  of  the  teachers,  but  to  a  certain 
extent  the  institute  has  failed  in  its  intent.  Instruction  has 
been,  almost  without  exception,  adequate,  practical,  and  ele- 
mentary; but  the  brevity  of  time  and  the  multitude  of  subjects 
to  be  treated  has  militated  against  a  clear  and  applicable 
conception;  consequently  congestion  of  ideas  and  confusion 
of  thought  has  resulted.    The  change  in  the  new  law  from  three 
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day  to  five  day  institutes  has  proven  very  beneficial.  They  are 
better  attended;  a  better  class  of  work  hais  been  obtained, 
and  a  greater  inspiration  manifested. 

The  only  drawback  these  institutes  meet  with  in  many  coun 
ties  is  the  lack  of  callable  instructors.  County  Superintend- 
ents have  to  depend  largely  upon  the  labors  and  the  instruction 
of  the  State  Suijerintendeht  and  it  is  not  always  possible  for 
that  officer  to  attend  five  days  each  of  23  county  institutes  in 
each  year.  During  the  last  two  years  I  have  instructed  in 
twenty-eight  county  institutes  and  addressed  thirty -two  public 
assemblies.  This  is  no  small  undertaking  in  a  State  the  size 
of  .ours  and  with  all  the  other  official  duties  needing  attention.

I  would  recommend  hereafter  that  all  county  superintend- 
ents, just  so  far  as  possible,  hold  institutes  or  summer  normals 
of  two  w^eks  during  the  summer  vacation,  perhaps  all  in  the 
month  of  August. 

I  would  suggest  the  following  plan :  Hold  a  summer  normal 
in  the  State  University  building  at  Missoula,  for  Missoula,  Ra- 
valli and  Granite  county  teachers,  and  thus  receive  the  benefit 
of  the  University  professors  and  University  equipment.  Dr. 
Oraig  has  already  taken  the  initiatory  steps  looking  towards 
this. 

Hold  another  at  Dillon,  in  the  State  Normal  Building,  for 
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Beayerhead  and  Madison  county  teachers  and  thus  get  the 
instruction  of  the  i^Tormal  professors.  Hold  a  third  in  Butte, 
in  the  State  School  of  Mines  building,  for  Silver  Bow,  Deer 
Lodge  and  portions  of  Jefferson  county  teachers.  Hold  a 
fourth  in  Helena  for  Lewis  and  Clarke,  Meagher,  and  that  por- 
tion of  Jefferson  county  tributary  to  the  Northern  Pacific  K. 
B.  Hold  a  fifth  in  Bozeinan,  in  the  State  Agricultural  College 
building,  for  Gallatin,  Park  and  Sweet  Grass  counties  and 
thus  lake  advantage  of  the  college  professors  and  college 
equipment  again.  Hold  a  sixth  in  Billings  for  Yellowstone 
and  Carbon  counties.  Hold  a  seventh  in  Miles  City  for  Custer 
and  Dawson  counties.  Hold  an  eighth  in  Great  Falls  for  Cas- 
cade, Teton,  Clioteau  and  Valley  counties,  and  hold  institutes 
in  Fergus  and  Flathead  counties  whenever  most  convenient. 
Perhaps  many  of  the  teachers  in  the  last  two  mentioned  coun- 
ties could  aittend  some  of  the  above  named  summer  normals  as 
well.  This  plan  I  believe  would  be  far  more  successful  and 
far  more  beneficial.    In  numbers  alone  there  is  strength. 


SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 

One  of  the  important  features  of  the  school  law  enacted  by 
the  last  legislature  is  the  provision  relating  to  the  establish- 
ment of  school  district  libraries  and  providing  a  fund  for  their 
maintenance. 

From  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  public  school  sys- 
tem in  this  State  to  the  present  time  no  systematic  effort  has 
l)een  made  to  organize  and  maintain  a  system  of  free  public 
school  libraries.  But  interest  in  this  branch  of  the  child's  educa- 
tion has  been  increasing  from  year  to  year  until  those  interest- 
ed in  a  broad  and  finished  educaition  demand  that  provision  be 
made  for  some  method  whereby  the  end  sought  could  be  at- 
tained. The  consumation  of  this  growing  interest  in  the  en- 
actment of  a  judicious  law  on  the  subject  I  take  to  be  one  of 
the  encouraging  indications  in  the  educational  development 
of  our  young  State. 

Can  it  be  argued  at  this  stage  of  the  world's  progress  in  the 
arts,  the  sciences,  in  literature,  metaphysics,  and  kindred  sub- 
jects, that  a  child's  education  consists  in  the  mastery  of  such 
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branches  as  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Spelling,  etc.? 
Such  a  proposition  might  have  been  accepted  in  the  days  of 
our  grandfathers  and  grandmothers,  but  to  suggest  such  an 
idea  in  the  present  day  is  enough  to  brand  the  one  who  ut- 
tered it  as  a  narrow-minded  and  shallow  individual.  The 
American  people,  as  represented  by  their  most  intelligent  and 
patriotic  educators,  have  decided  that  the  best  is  none  too  good 
for  their  children;  that  it  is  not  only  their  privilege  but  their 
imperative  duty  to  give  their  boys  and  girls  the  best  outfit 
possible  in  education.  And  this  means  the  best  instruction 
not  only  in  branches  above  named,  but  that  the  best  instruc- 
tion possible  should  be  given  in  Heading,  which  should  con- 
stitute a  large  share  of  the  pupiPs  attention.  And  it  is  not 
enough  that  this  subject  should  be  treated  as  a  class  drill  or 
as  an  elecutionary  exercise.  It  is  essential  that  the  child 
shall  learn  to  read  intelligently  and  with  expression,  but  it  is 
of  the  highest  importance  that  his  reading  shall  be  directed 
into  fields  of  the  world's  greatest  thought  a^nd  fittest  utter- 
ances. 

Who  can  measure  the  value  of  the  influence  exerted  by  the 
thoughtful  reading  of  a  good  book.  It  may,  and  often  does 
become  the  motive  power  that  forces  the  mind  on  to  the  ac- 
complishment of  noble  and  holy  deeds. 

A  child's  mind  is  a  sacred  thing  and  it  commands  all  the 
God  given  powers  of  parent  and  teacher  to  so  train  it  that  it 
may  reach  its  highest  usefulness.  Next  to  the  influence  ex- 
erted by  a  mother  and  an  exemplary  teacher  I  consider  a  good 
book.  Nor  do  I  mean  a  book  devoted  to  ethics  and  morals 
as  good  as  these  may  be  in  their  place,  but  a  book  pure  in  con- 
ception, correct  in  its  teachings,  and  brief  and  attractive  in 
its  treatment  of  the  subject,  whatever  that  subject  may  be. 

There  is  a  popular  notion  more  or  less  prevalent  that  young 
children  should  not  be  induced  to  commence  the  reading  of 
books  outside  of  their  routine  work.  I  think  this  notion  should 
be  entirely  dispelled.  Of  course  the  child  in  the  primary  class 
does  not  read  Shakespeare  or  Hawthorn  or  Lowell  or  Bryant, 
but  he  can  and  will,  if  given  a  chance,  read  those  stories,  myths 
and  simple  poems,  which,  by  virtue  of  their  adaption  to  the 
eager,  inquiring  mind  of  childhood,  have  been  read  by  count- 
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less  thousands  of  c'hilren,  and  which  do  not  merely  entertain 
the  child,  but  give  wings  to  his  imagination — a  sense  of  kin- 
ship to  animals,  birds,  flowers  and  stars;  and  by  their  felici- 
tous fitness  of  expression  lead  him  unconsciously  to  phrase 
with  simple  skill  his  own  sentences.  This  is  not  Shakespeare  or 
Hawthorn,  still  it  is  the  first  step  in  the  royal  road  that  leads,  in 
good  time,  directly  through  the  pleasant  fields  of  story,  sketch, 
history,  and  poem  to  the  high  table  land  of  the  wisest  an(J.most 
inspiring  of  the  world's  writers. 

To  provide  the  means  whereby  the  child  may  have  access 
to  such  reading  as  I  have  outlined,  is  the  duty  of  the  State;  to 
properly  invest  the  money  is  the  duty  of  the  school  boards ;  and 
to  guide  the  mind  of  the  child  along  the  right  road  is  the  para- 
mount duty  of  the  teacher. 

The  State  in  the  enactment  of  tlie  law  above  mentioned  has 
performed  its  duty;  the  State  superintendent  in  obedience  to 
the  requirements  of  that  law  made  last  March  the  selection  of 
books ;  the  obligation  of  the  teacher  is  yet  to  be  discharged.  And 
I  say  unhesitatingly  that  with  the  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State  rests  the  success  or  failure  of  the  law. 

I  believe  our  teachers  should  be  familiar  with  the  law  under 
which  our  libraries  are  established,  as  w^ell  as  with  the  sugges- 
tions made  and  rules  prescribed  by  the  State  Superintendent. 

The  main  object  of  the  law  is  to  secure  for  the  use  of  the 
pupils  a  few  carefully  selected  books,  to  broaden  the  school 
work  and  enable  the  teacher  to  train  the  children  to  read  good 
books  intielligently  and  to  love  them.  In  many  instances  that 
has  been  accomplished. 

To  make  the  best  use  of  the  books  the  teacher  herself  must 
know  and  love  them.  As  the  teacher  reads  and  studies  them 
her  love  for  them  will  increase  and  will  spread  to  her  scholars. 
No  richer  blessing  can  come  to  any  teacher  than  the  knowledge 
that  she  has  been  the  means  of  inspiring  in  her  pupils  an  abid- 
ing love  for  the  study  of  good  and  useful  books.  And  no 
greater  blessing  can  come  to  the  pupil  than  such  an  inspira- 
tion. Good  books  are  inspirations  to  right  living  and  high 
thinking. 

In  making  up  the  list  of  books  recommended  for  the  school 
libraries  of  the  State  I  endeavored  to  select  those  books  which 
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teachers  and  school  officers  were  agreed  in  pronouncing  the 
best  for  the  purpose,  which  they  have  used.  I  made  a  list 
for  each  of  the  eight  grades  and  the  high  school  comprising 
in  all  about  300  volumes.  Printed  lists  of  these  books  were 
sent  to  each  county  superintendent  last  April,  and  tlie  Super- 
intendent was  instructed  to  distribute  them  to  the  school  offi  - 
cers in  her  county.  The  list  contain  the  title  of  each  book, 
author,  publisher,  and  price. 

The  books  for  each  grade  were  arranged  under  five  heads; 
namely,  supplementary  reading,  science,  history  and  bio- 
graphy, geography  and  travel  and  general  literature. 

The  books  on  each  list  were  selected  with  a  view  of  being 
particularly  adapted  to  the  pupils  of  the  grade  for  which  they 
were  recommended. 

In  as  much  as  it  was  quite  improbable  that  but  few  districts 
would  have  funds  sufficient  to  warrant  them  in  purchasing  all 
the  books  recommended  the  lirst  year.  I  advised  the  purchase 
of  those  only  which  were  best  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the 
school,  and  which  would  benefit  the  greatest  number  of  pupils. 
In  years  following,  these  can  be  added  to  until  all,  or  the 
greater  part  of  the  entire  list,  are  placed  in  the  libnary. 

To  the  list  sent  out  in  April  I  would  like  to  add  the  following :

AKBOR  DAY. 

This  department  last  spring  had  published  an  Arbor  Day 
Maiuual  of  twenty  pages.  This  was  the  first  of  its  kind  ever 
attempted  within  this  State.  It  contained  a  suggested  pro 
gramme  appropriate  for  the  observance  of  the  day,  quotations, 
choice  selections  of  poetry  and  prose,  songs,  subjects  for  es- 
says, and  was  beautifully  illustrated.  I  believe  on  account  of 
this  pamphlet,  more  trees  were  planted,  more  school  grounds 
thus  beautified,  and  the  children  and  the  teachers  alike  ob- 
tained a  deeper  insight  into  and  a  greater  love  for  the  handi- 
works of  God. 

Many  were  taught  for  the  first  time  to  believe  with  one  who 
said,  "He  who  plants  trees  loves  others  besides  himself,"  and, 
Avith  Henry  Ward  Beecher  that,  "Flowers  are  the  sweetest 
things  that  God  ever  made  and  forgot  to  put  a  soul  into." 
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I  trust  the  observance  of  this  day  will  be  made  more  and 
more  profitable  as  the  years  go  by  and  that  every  child  who 
helps  to  beautify  our  school  house  yards,  our  homes,  or  the 
resting-places  of  our  dead,  can  be  brought  to  believe  with 
Whittier: 

"And  soon  or  late,  to  all  that  sow, 

The  time  of  harvest  shall  be  given  : 
The  flower  shall  bloom,  the  fruit  shall  grow, 

If  not  on  earth,  at  least  in  heaven." 


KEGOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  A  law  to  prevent  child-labor  under  fourteen  years  of  age. 
(See  page  8.) 

2.  A  free  text-book  law  established  with  the  State  School 
Income  Fund.    See  page  9.) 

3.  The  Legislative  Assembly  ought  to  replace  the  section 
of  the  school  law  relating  to  county  commissioners  levying  an 
annual  tax  that  was  passed  by  the  senate  in  1895,  but  which 
was  lost  some  way  in  transmitting  it  to  the  house.  The  omis- 
sion came  in  dropping  out  one  page  of  typewritten  matter  thus 
throwing  sections  1240  and  1243  of  the  original  bill  into  one 
Avliich  has  become  section  1940  of  the  Political  Code.  Said 
named  section,  1940,  should,  in  line  12,  page  260,  Political  Code, 
be  made  to  read  as  follows : 

'^To  the  state  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  and"  such 
other  funds  as  may  be  provided  by  legislative  enactment. 
Section  1940  (a).  In  addition  to  the  provisions  for  the  sup- 
port of  common  schools  herinbefore  provided,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  commissioners  of  each  county  in  the  State 
to  levy  an  annual  tax,  which  levy  shall  be  made  at  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  levying  of  taxes  for 
county  purposes,  and  said  levy  shall  not  be  less  than  three 
mills  on  the  dollar,  and  not  more  than  five  mills  on  the  dollar 
of  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal 
within  the  county,  which  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  county 
treasurer  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  state 
and  county  taxes  are  collected.  For  the  further  support  of 
common  schools  there  shall  be  also  set  af>art  by  the  county 
treasurer  all  moneys  paid  into  the  county  treasury  arising  from 
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all  fines  for  violations  of  law  unless  otherwise  specified  by  law. 
Such  moneys  shall  be  forthwith  paid  into  the  county  treasury 
by  the  officer  receiving  the  same  and  be  added  to  the  yearly 
school  fund  raised  by  tax  in  each  county  and  divided  in  the 
same  manner. 

Section  1940  (b.)  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  district  may, 
"at  any  time  when'^  

By  making  the  above  correction  we  would  have  section  1940 
as  originally  intended. 

4.  Section  1770  of  the  Political  Code  ought  to  be  changed  so 
as  to  read  "Last  Saturday  in  September/'  instead  of  "First 
Saturday  in  April.''  Then  sections  1771,  1782,  1791,  1793  and 
1794  should  be  made  to  harmonize  with  this  change. 

As  now,  trustees  are  elected  in  April,  and,  in  large  cities, 
have  to  immediately  sit  in  judgment  upon  a  corps  of  teachers 
of  whom  they  know  little  or  nothing.  If  the  new  trustees 
were  elected  in  the  latter  part  of  September  they  could  visit 
the  various  departments,  see  the  teachers  at  work,  and  then 
have  nearly  a  year  before  they  would  be  called  upon  to  en- 
gage teachers  themselves,  unless  to  fill  vacancies. 

The  old  board  would  thus  hire  teachers  at  all  times  and 
the}^  would  be  more  competent  to  pass  upon  the  qualifications 
of  such  teachers.  This  date  would  also  work  to  a  greater 
advantage  in  the  country  districts,  as,  generally,  their  schools 
are  in  session  only  during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 

5.  Section  1771,  Political  Code,  in  my  judgment,  ought 
also  be  changed  so  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  nominations 
of  candidates  for  trustees  to  be  made  in  popular  assemblies, 
called  at  least  ten  days  before  election,  or  nominated  by  peti- 
tion signed  by  ten  to  twenty -five  free-holders  and  filed  with  the 
school  board  of  the  district.  This  would  place  the  election 
of  trustees  upon  the  same  basis  as  general  election,  and  make 
it  impossible  to  run  in  a  dark-horse  or  a  faction  candidate  at 
the  last  hour. 

6.  All  large  city  systems  of  schools,  where  there  is  a  city 
superintendent,  as  contemplated  by  section  1930  and  1931,  Po- 
liticial  Code,  should  be  made  independent  of  the  county  super- 
intendent, both  in  the  examination  of  teachers  and  in  making 
appeals. 
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7.  The  teachers  of  the  State  almost  without  a  single  ex> 
ception  have  petitioned  the  Fifth  Legislative  Assembly  for  an 
amendment  to  sections  10  and  11  of  Article  9  in  the  State  Con- 
stitution that  they  may  be  made  to  read  as  follows :  "Section 
X.  Women  who  are  otherwise  qualified  as  provided  by  stat- 
ute shall  be  eligible  to  hold  the  offtce  of  county  superintendent 
of  schools,  or  any  school  district  office,  and  shall  have  the  right 
to  vote  at  any  school  district  election. 

Section  XI.  Any  person  qualified  to  vote  at  general  elec 
tions  and  for  State  officers  in  this  State  and  who  is  otherwise 
qualified  according  to  statute,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office 
therein,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution,  and 
subject  to  such  additional  qualifications  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Legislative  Assembly  for  city  offices  and  offices  here- 
after created." 

This  same  amendment  was  asked  for  by  a  vote  of  the  teachers 
in  the  late  State  Teackers  Association,  held  at  Great  Falls,  and 
it  is  especially  desired  that  sections  1744  and  1700  of  the  Politi- 
cal Code  may  be  enforced. 

The  teachers  feel  that  it  is  a  disgrace  and  an  injustice  to 
have  it  possible  to  elect  a  County  or  State  Superintendent  who 
may  not  posses  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  upon  whose 
examinations  papers  they  are  required  to  pass. 

If  in  the  labor,  commercial,  and  industrial  world  there  is, 
confessedly,  need  of  trained  practical  supervision,  is  it  not 
reasonable  that  in  teaching,  the  highest  of  all  occupations,  there 
should  be  supervision  of  equal  quality?  As  one  well  says  "The 
operative  works  upon  wool,  cotton,  metal,  or  other  material ;  is 
engaged  in  a  simple  process;  exercises  but  few  faculties;  ex- 
pends but  little  nervous  force.  The  teacher  works  upon  mind 
and  heart;  is  engaged  in  complex  processes;  exercises  each 
moment  all  the  great  powers  of  the  soul;  expends  great  ner- 
vous force  in  the  various  and  varying  processes  of  work.  In 
no  other  occupation  are  there  so  many  ways  and  opportunities 
for  wasting  time  and  energy  and  making  mistakes  as  in  teach- 
ing. It  is  far  more  difficult  to  mold  mind  than  to  mold  matter; 
far  more  difficult  to  know  wliat  to  do,  when  to  do,  and  how  to 
do  than  in  any  of  the  industrial  trades,  hence  the  greater  need 
of  expert  supervision.    The  character  of  any  business,  in- 
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dustry,  occupation  or  profession  is  the  character  of  its  super- 
vision. Our  schools  fail  in  efficiency  as  supervision  fails  in 
efficiency." 

I  believe  that  nothing  of  higher  moment  of  administrative 
character  can  come  before  our  legislature  than  to  give  these 
amendments  to  the  franchise  of  our  people.  As  our  popula- 
tion and  schools  are  sparse,  there  are  not  the  facilities  for  the 
dissemination  of  ideas  and  methods  that  there  are  in  more 
densely  populated  states;  consequently,  the  more  need  of  some 
competent  agent  who  shall  serve  as  a  general  dispenser  of  those 
things  most  helpful  to  our  schools,  most  desired  by  our  teach- 
ers, and  most  economic  in  administration. 


CONCLUSION. 

In  laying  down  the  duties  of  office  after  a  term  of  four  years 
I  do  so  with  the  most  kindly  feeling  towards  all  with  whom  I 
have  had  anything  to  do  either  socially  or  professionally.  I 
have  made  some  mistakes,  to  be  sure,  but  I  have  done  my  duty 
as  I  saw  it  and  can  say  with  the  immortal  Lincoln  that  I  have 
had  "charity  for  all  and  malice  towards  none.^' 

I  only  express  the  hope  that  the  people  may  say  of  me  as 
Pericles  said  of  himself  that  "No  person  has  ever  put  on  mourn- 
ing for  any  acts  of  mine." 

For  four  years  I  have  worked  with  Mr.  C.  C.  Wylie  as  my 
clerk,  and  during  that  time  there  has  never  been  an  unpleasant 
or  unkind  word  exchanged  between  us.  I  have  always  found 
him  willing,  faithful,  and  efficient  and  sincerely  wish  him  the 
best  of  good  fortune  for  the  future. 

To  all  county  superintendents,  teachers,  and  to  the  people 
of  the  commonwealth  I  have  the  kindliest  feeling. 

May  our  State  march  onward  until  our  public  schools  shall 
challenge  the  admiration  and  win  recognition  among  the 
sister  states  of  the  union. 

The  education  of  today  is  not  for  the  nineteenth  but  for  the 
Iwentieth  century.  Whatever  is  narrowing  in  range  of  life, 
or  blunting  of  natural  aptitude,  or  profitless  to  character 
should  not  be  tolerated  within  our  borders.  And  finally,  may 
the  children  of  our  noble  State  ever  become  manly  man  and 
womanly  women  and  may  they  be  trained  to  frow  consciously 
forever  towards  the  Divine.

HIGH  SCHOOL— Kalispell,  Mont. 
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FLATHEAD  COUNTY. 

E.  A.  Steere,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  con- 
ducted a  teachers'  institute  at  Kalispell  last  spring,  and  upon 
his  return  to  the  capital  gave  the  following  statement  regard- 
ing our  public  schools  to  a  reporter  of  the  Helena  Independent. 

"I  am  more  than  ever  impressed  by  the  beauties  and  ad- 
\'antages  possessed  by  that  section  of  the  State.  I  have  visited 
Flathead  County  several  times  and  always  return  with  the 
feeling  that  it  is  destined  to  be,  and  shortly,  too,  as  rich  as  the 
older  settled  portions  of  Montana.  While  everything  about 
that  section  seems  to  be  perfectly  new,  one  cannot  help  won- 
dering at  its  marvelous  resources  that  are  now  being  rapidly 
developed.  If  the  valley  had  a  short  southern  outlet  for  its 
products  it  would  advance  with  great  strides.  As  it  is  now, 
there  is  difficulty  in  finding  outside  markets  for  its  agricul- 
tural products. 

Flathead  County  is  well  provided  with  schools — much  bet 
ter,  in  fact,  than  most  new  counties  in  western  states.  There 
are  about  25  districts  and  all  have  good  substantial  buildings. 
Kalispell  has  a  newly-erected  two-story  brick  school  building 
that  is  a  model  of  its  kind.  It  has  up-to-date  improvements 
and  is  sufficiently  large  for  the  needs  of  the  city  for  some  time 
to  come.  It  is  the  only  school  building  in  the  state,  I  believe, 
that  is  provided  throughout  with  slate  blackboards.  Colum- 
bia Falls  has  a  modern  school  house — a  two-story  brick  that  is 
a  credit  to  the  community. 

The  people  of  Flathead  county  take  an  interest  in  their 
schools.  That  was  shown  by  the  institute  just  closed  at  Kalis- 
pell, the  county  seat.  It  was  the  third  annual  institute  of  the 
county,  and  yet  the  attendance  was  double  what  it  had  been 
in  two  years.  There  were  48  teachers  present  and  the  inter- 
est taken  in  the  institute  work  was  all  that  could  be  desired. 
The  residents  of  Kalispell  took  deep  interest  in  the  institute, 
attending  in  large  numbers,  and  taking  part  in  the  proceed- 
ings. Such  interest  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  always  has  an 
excellent  effect  in  institute  work,  for  it  shows  the  teachers 
that  those  who  employ  them,  or  at  least  those  who  help  to  keep 
up  the  schools  by  taxes,  are  interested  in  their  success. 

—3 
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March,  1893,  Flathead  county  was  organized  from  a  part  of 
Missoula  county,  and  the  territory  comprised  within  its  limits 
Avas  divided  into  17  school  districts. 

The  boundary  lines  in  many  instances  were  incorrectly  de- 
scribed, and  one  of  the  first  official  acts  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  was  to  re-number  the  districts  and  adjust  the 
boundary  lines. 

Owing  to  the  remote  distance  that  the  Flathead  country,  as 
it  was  formerly  known  before  its  organization  into  a  county, 
was  from  Missoula,  it  was  impracticable  for  the  county  super- 
intendent of  Missoula  county  to  give  this  region  the  best  super- 
vision, though  under  one  of  the  best  superintendents  in  the 
state. 

One  of  the  first  and  most  important  official  acts  that  con- 
fronted the  county  superintendent  of  schools  upon  taking  office 
was  the  division  of  some  of  the  largest  districts  into  smaller 
ones  that  all  the  pupils,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  might  have 
equal  school  advantages.  The  division  of  school  districts 
taxes  the  ability  and  generalship  of  the  county  superintendent 
as  no  other  feature  of  his  work,  for  out  of  improper  division 
may  grow  discord  and  factional  strife  that  will  warp  the  best 
interests  of  a  community  for  a  generation.  Thus  in  a  large 
and  new  county  like  Flathead,  we  spent  the  first  two  years  of 
our  official  Avork  in  the  saddle.  The  seventeen  original  dis- 
tricts were  divided  into  thirty,  until  a  log  school  house  graced 
every  settlement  where  a  sufficient  number  of  school  children 
were  found  between  the  ages  of  6  and  21  to  constitute  a  school, 
and  the  organization  of  a  school  district. 

Tobacco  Plains,  90  miles  to  the  north,  lying  along  the  British 
boundary  line,  made  application  for,  and  was  granted  a  dis- 
trict. 

Dayton  Creek,  45  miles  to  the  south,  followed  by  petition 
for  a  district,  and  was  granted  an  organization,  and  through 
public  aid  and  private  donation,  has  had  two  years  of  excel- 
lent school. 

Troy,  117  miles  to  the  west,  came  in  for  her  share  of  the  pub- 
lic funds,  and  was  granted  an  organization.  The  people  by 
donation  built  a  nice  log  house  and  equipped  it  with  latest  ap- 
paratus. 
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Lakeview  district,  situated  25  miles  to  the  southeast,  along 
the  east  bank  of  the  Flathead  lake — the  sunny  Italy  of  the 
Flathead — has  enjoyed  two  years  of  school  through  public  and 
private  aid. 

Thus  hath  these  outposts,  in  this  new  land,  under  great  diffi- 
culties, been  established  against  the  forces  of  ignorance,  that 
good  citizenship  might  prevail,  and  only  one  who  has  been  in- 
timately^ connected  with  the  work,  and  can  know  how  many 
strong  hands  and  willing  hearts  the  author  of  this  little  his- 
torical article  of  "Flathead  Schools'^  has  found  among  the 
patrons  of  our  public  schools. 

The  evolution  of  the  log  school  house^ — "Where  young  ambi- 
tion climbs  his  little  ladder,  and  boyish  genius  plumes  his  un- 
fledged wings,^^  is  always  on  interesting  study  in  a  new  country. 
First  the  low  structure  of  unhewn  logs,  quickly  and  cheaply 
erected,  the  light  struggling  through  contracted  window  of 
greased  paper,  or  a  possible  solitary  pane  of  glass;  puncheon 
floor,  rude  benches  and  bare  walls.  This  is  followed  by  a  more 
pretentious  structure  of  logs,  neatly  hewn,  with  windows  more 
spacious,  room  more  commodious,  ceiling  higher,  and  a  general 
line  of  improvement  throughout;  and  this,  at  last  as  has  been 
Avitnessed  in  this  county,  is  followed  by  an  elegant  frame 
structure,  built  upon  the  latest  and  most  approved  methods, 
supplied  with  the  best  apparatus  the  market  affords,  adorned 
with  cupola  and  bell  that  announces  to  every  pupil  in  the  dis- 
trict the  approaching  hour  of  school.  What  a  change!  How 
remarkable !    And  all  within  a  decade. 

Thus  the  wand  of  progress  no  longer  lingers  beyond  the  con- 
fines of  the  great  Rocky  Mountains.  It  knov^s  no  physical  bar- 
riers; but  wherever  ambition  and  hope  inspire  and  gladden 
the  human  heart  for  greater  action,  there  it  finds  an  ample  op- 
portunity, as  in  this  little  sequestered  valley,  a  fertile  field 
for  strong  minds  and  subtle  hands. 

W^ith  the  advent  of  the  Great  Northern  railroad,  the  rapid 
growth  of  Kalispell,  and  many  settlers  making  final  proof  on 
their  homesteads,  much  property,  personal  and  real,  became 
the  basis  of  taxation,  thereby  largely  increasing  the  school 
funds  of  the  county. 

Where  funds  were  short  many  of  the  districts  have  levied  a 
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Special  tax  for  school  purposes  that  they  might  enjoy  from 
seven  to  nine  months  of  school  per  year. 

A  new  impetus  of  no  small  magnitude  was  given  to  the  edu- 
cational interests  of  the  state  through  a  new  school  law  which 
went  into  effect  in  July,  1895.  Flathead  county  has  shared 
liberally  through  the  results  of  this  beneficent  measure,  which 
was  drafted  by  the  present  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  Hon.  Eugene  A.  Steere. 

County  Superintendents,  school  boards  and  teachers  have 
felt  it  stimulating  influence.  To  obtain  a,  first  grade  certificiate 
in  Montana  a  teacher  is  now  required  to  pass  a  successful  ex- 
amination upon  sixteen  branches.  This  law^  seeks  to  raise  the 
vocation  of  country  school  teaching  to  the  dignity  of  a  profes- 
sion and  the  careful  discrimination  which  our  school  boards 
are  exercising  between  3d  and  2d  or  2d  and  1st  grade  certificate 
holders  is  an  evidence  of  the  fact. 

The  Kalispell  school  will  have  reached  the  500  mark  before 
the  present  term  has  ended,  at  the  rate  the  enrollment  is  in- 
creasing. Under  the  excellent  superintendence  of  Professor 
Green  they  are  second  to  none  in  the  State.  Mr.  Green  is  now 
perfecting  a  course  of  study  that  reaches  up  to  the  prepara- 
tory year  of  the  Montana  State  University  course,  so  that  a 
student  graduating  from  the  Kalispell  schools  will  be  entitled 
to  enter  the  State  University  without  examination. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  next  State  Legislature  upon  con- 
vening will  at  once  take  up  the  text  book  measure,  left  by  the 
last  legislature,  in  such  a  muddled  condition,  and  endorse  the 
action  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  providing  a  series 
of  text  books.  Then  the  course  of  study  based  on  the  pro- 
posed series  of  text  books  can  be  adopted  by  all  the  counties 
of  the  State,  and  this  course  of  study  reaching  up  ':o  the  county 
high  school  course  will  form  a  plainly  marked  course  of  action 
for  the  ambitious  boys  and  girls  of  our  county  who  desire 
higher  education.

In  Philipsburg  District  No.  1,  the  school  building  begun  last 
year  has  been  completed  at  a  cost,  with  site  and  furnishings 
of  135,000.00,  and  has  been  occupied  since  December  last.  An 
extended  description  of  the  building  which  is  complete  and 
convenient  in  all  particulars  is  not  necessary. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Prof.  J.  S.  Gift'ord  as  principal, 
with  the  capable  assistance  of  a  corp  of  six  well  trained  teach- 
ers, the  school  will  now  bear  a  favorable  comparison  with  in- 
stitutions of  like  character.  The  High  School  Department  un- 
der the  instruction  of  Miss  Annie  H.  Price,  shows  evidence 
of  efficient  work  and  more  than  that  shows  sustained  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  scholars.  In  connection  with  this  depart- 
ment the  students  have  organized  a  Literary  Society,  meeting 
twice  a  month,  officered  and  conducted  by  themselves;  the  in- 
terest taken  in  the  exercises  is  evinced  by  their  excellence  and 
the  large  attendance  at  each  meeting  of  parents  and  visitors. 
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It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  excellence  of  this  school  has 
become  so  apparent  that  between  50  and  60  children  from 
other  districts  are  now  in  atendance,  the  parents  having  moved 
into  the  town  to  avail  themselves  of  the  instruction  given  to 
their  children. 

In  the  majority  of  the  School  Districts  of  this  county  the  in- 
terest in  the  schools  is  as  marked  as  ever,  but  in  at  least  3  dis- 
tricts, comparison  with  the  others  makes  more  marked  the 
almost  total  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  and  officers. 
It  is  in  fact  a  difficult  matter  to  procure  officers  who  will  as- 
sume the  name  even. 

Last  year  several  Boards  paid  for  lightning-rods  for  their 
school  houses,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and  in  con- 
sequence the  Trustees  have  been  obliged  to  refund  the  amounts 
paid.  This  result  will  have  a  salutory  effect  in  restraining 
the  boards  from  making  unauthorized  expenditures  of  school 
moneys  in  the  future,  and  trim  to  reasonable  proportions  the 
feeling  of  omnipotence  which  has  grown  through  being  allowed 
to  act  without  check  heretofore.

I  sincerely  regret  this  delay,  but  several  of  the  Trustees  Re- 
ports did  not  reach  me  until  a  late  date,  owing  doubtless,  to 
the  business  and  excitement  attendant  upon  the  election. 

There  are  at  present  twenty-eight  schools  in  session,  under 
the  management  of  efficient  teachers,  and  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion between  patrons,  teachers  and  school  officers,  has  been 
particularly  noticable  this  year. 

There  are  in  all,  thirty-eight  in  the  county,  which  have  held 
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sessions  during  the  year  1895,  and  of  this  number,  six  are 
graded  schools. 

There  have  been  two  excellent  new  school  buildings  com- 
pleted, one  containing  two  rooms,  the  other  four.  Both  have 
been  furnished  and  are  well  lighted. 

The  Institute  of  1895  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  Jefferson 
County  up  to  that  date,  and  in  all  work  pertaining  to  the 
schools,  the  Superintendent  has  had  the  hearty  support  of 
teaciiers  and  patrons.

Dear  Sir:  In  submitting  this  biennial  report  for  the  schools 
of  Missoula  County  we  will  not  attempt  to  lay  the  flattering 
unction  to  our  souls  that  the  acme  of  educational  perfection 
has  been  at  length  reached  or  that  in  point  of  progress,  suc- 
cess, etc.,  the  term  soon  to  close  has  outstripped  all  that  have 
gone  before.  A  becoming  modesty,  not  to  speak  of  a  whole- 
some fear  of  overstepping  the  truth,  would  deter  us  from  mak- 
ing any  such  claims.  A  kno  wledge  too  of  the  abilities,  scholar- 
ship, and  professional  skill  of  the  many  excellent  ladies  who 
taught  in  this  county  in  former  years,  would  hardly  justify 
us  in  claiming  for  our  present  force  of  teachers  superiority  over 
that  of  any  preceding  corps.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  niy  Second 
Biennial  Report  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic 
Arts.  The  work  hais  been  hindered  in  some  degree  by  lack  of 
room  and  proper  facilities.  We  have  been  occupying  the  old 
Academy  BuiMing  on  Main  street,  which  was  built  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  skating  rink  and  was  later  fitted  up  and  used  by  the 
Bozeman  Academy.  This  building  was  fitted  up  in  a  tempo- 
raopy  manner,  and  is  entirely  utilized  by  the  College.  Here  we 
have  our  Art  Department,  Music  Department,  Chemical  and 
Physical  Laboratories,  Station  laboratory,  and  two  cla^s 
rooms.  Hon.  Nelson  Story  has  shown  his  generosity  and  warm 
friendship  for  the  College  by  giving  the  use  of  the  Academy 
building  free  of  rent.  He  also  made  a  donation  to  the  State  of 
the  site  upon  which  the  new  buildings  are  being  erected. 
Through  the  generosity  of  the  Bozeman  Public  School  Board, 
a  part  of  the  High  School  Building  is  used  for  library,  biologi- 
cal laboratory,  President's  office  and  a  class  room.  Owing  to 
increased  attendance  the  College  had  to  give  up  the  room  oc 
cupied  for  a  library,  taking  a  much  smaller  room,  which  was 
formerly  occupied  by  the  Commercial  Department.  This  ne 
cessitated  the  renting  of  rooms  in  the  Ferris  Block  where  the 
Commercial  Department  has  very  commodious  quarters  at 
the  small  rental  of  fifteen  dollars  per  month.  The  thanks  of 
the  State  are  due  the  Bozeman  Public  School  Board  and  Mr. 
Story  for  the  generous  spirit  they  have  shown  in  saving  to  the 
State  during  the  last  four  years  several  thousand  dollars.  As 
no  part  of  the  Federal  Endowment  can  be  used  for  rental,  fuel, 
repairs,  or  improvements,  we  are  entirely  dependent  upon  the 
State  for  funds  to  pay  these  expenses.  The  last  State  Legisla- 
ture made  a  liberal  appropriation,  but  as  the  revenue  was  ex- 
hausted before  the  claims  of  educational  institutions  were 
reached,  only  |2,500  dollars  were  available  for  1895  and  1896. 
Notwithstanding  all  this,  the  work  has  maide  very  satisfactory 
progress. 
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NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Since  my  Imt  report  a  new  farm  house  has  been  erected 
AA^est  of  the  Experimenrt  Station  building.  The  hope  expressed 
in  that  report  Av^as  realized.  The  State  Legislature  saAV  fit  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  |100,000  dollars 
secured  by  the  50.000  acres  of  land  receiA^ed  by  the  State  under 
the  Enabling  Act.  These  bonds  A\^ere  sold  at  par  and  arrange- 
ments AA^ere  at  once  made  to  begin  the  erection  of  suitable  build- 
ings. The  buildings  in  course  of  construction  are  ais  follows: 
A  main  building  90x125  ft.  of  pressed  brick,  four  stories  high; 
a  chemical  and  physical  laboratory  about  70  by  90  ft.  three 
stories  high,  and  containing  over  18,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space;  a  drill  hall  of  wood  and  a  shop  building  of  the  same 
material ;  a  veterinary  building  of  stone,  two  stories  in  height. 
It  is  expected  that  these  buildings  shall  be  ready  for  occupancy 
during  the  summer  of  1897c 


LOCATION. 

The  site  chosen  for  the  College  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
that  could  be  imagined,  being  a  beautiful  elevation  southwest 
of  the  City  of  Bozeman,  and  within  the  city  limits.  The  city 
has  been  fitly  named  "Bozeman,  the  Beautiful,"  seated  as  it  is 
at  the  head  of  one  of  the  most  fertile  valleys  in  the  world,  and 
enclosed  by  the  snow  capped  peaks  of  the  Bridger  and  Gallatin 
mountains.  In  the  vicinity  are  some  of  the  most  picturesque 
canons,  and  the  botanist  and  geologist  can  find  niowhere  richer 
fields  for  study  and  observation. 

In  economic  resources,  both  agricultural  and  mineral,  and 
in  scenic  effects,  nature  has  been  mont  generous.

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l.AYING  OF  THE  CORNER  STONE  OF  THE  M.  O.  A.  AND 

M.  A. 

On  Wednesday,  October  tlie  21st,  a  large  crowd  assembled 
to  witness  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  building  of 
Montana  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts.  Two 
I'revious  attempts  had  been  made,  but  owing  to  unfavorable 
weather,  the  exercises  were  postponed  until  the  above  named 
date.  A  procession  consisiting  of  citizens,  studients,  G.  A.  R's, 
Masons,  and  Company  H,  of  the  Montana  Guards  was  formed 
at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Bozemsan  streets.  The  Free  Silver 
baincl  led  the  way  to  the  college  grounds,  a  distance  of  about 
one  mile  southwest  of  the  city. 

Acting  Grand  Master  E.  C.  Day  of  Livingston  conducted  the 
Masonic  ceremonies,  aissisted  by  the  following  representatives 
of  the  grand  lodge:  R.  W.  Deputy  G.  M.,  W.  R.  C.  Stewart;  R. 
W.  Senior,  Ohias.  S.  Fell;  R.  W.  Junior  Grand  Warden,  Ells- 
berry  Martin;  W.  Senior  Grand  Deacon,  C.  W.  Jackson;  W. 
Junior  Grand  Deacon,  B.  F.  Yerkes;  W.  Senior  Grand  Stewart, 
M.  Langohr;  Grand  Marshall,  A.  J.  Esdall;  Grand  Tyler  J.  C. 
I.amb;  Grand  Secretary,  A.  D.  McPherson;  Grand  Treasurer, 
E.  H.  Schumacher. 

Preliminary  to  the  ceremony  Mr  Day  gave  a  short  address. 
A  prayer  was  then  delivered  by  Chaplain  Lewis  of  Bozeman 
lodge.  After  a  song  by  the  lodge  choir.  General  Wlllsoin  in 
troduced  Mr.  Peter  Koch  of  the  local  board,  who  gave  a  short 
address  upon  the  mainy  difficulties  encountered  wliile  means 
were  being  devised  by  which  the  work  on  the  college  buildings 
could  be  carried  on.  Mr.  Koch's  remarks  were  concluded  by 
tendering  a  merited  eulogy  on  Governor  Rickards. 

The  governor  spoke  for  about  ten  minutes.  He  was  followed 
by  State  Superintendent  Steere. 

The  articles  put  in  a  box  and  placed  under  the  corner  stone 
Avere,  a  College  Catalogue,  copies  of  the  leading  newspapers 
of  the  State,  four  copies  of  the  Exponent,  a  silver  dollar  donat- 
ed by  Col.  O.  P.  Chisholm,  and  many  other  articles,  too  numer- 
ous to  mention. 

A  shower  came  uj)  before  the  exercises  were  over,  and  many 
I>eople  left  the  ground,  but  the  Faculty  and  the  chosen  speakers 
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realizing  the  importance  of  celebrating  in  full  on  this  rare  oc- 
casion, remained  until  the  program  was  rendered  as  arranged. 
Had  the  architects  and  builders  of  antiquity  had  the  courage, 
presence  of  mind,  and  determination,  thus  to  brave  the  storms 
and  place  their  manuscripts  and  coins  under  their  structures, 
probably  the  present  age  would  be  better  informed  about  the 
ancient  arts,  but  little  did  they  think  of  the  value  that  such 
things  would  be  to  the  people  of  the  present  time.  Our  lang- 
uage and  the  stamp  upon  the  silver  dollar  may  not  be  a  curi- 
osity to  the  people  a  few  generations  hence,  but  probably  will 
be  when  our  language  is  remolded  into  a  new  form  and  tne 
stamp  of  the  coins  of  this  country  is  entirely  different  from 
the  impression  upon  the  coins  of  the  American  dollar  of  to-day. 
The  following  address  was  given  by  Governor  J.  E.  E-ickards : 


RELATION  OF  EDUCATION  TO  GOOD  GOVERNMENT. 

That  government  which  contributes  most  to  the  moral  ad- 
vancement of  its  people,  and  through  the  enlightenment  of  the 
masses  makes  possible  the  highest  civilization,  is  the  best  gov- 
ernment. As  the  dictatorship  of  ignorance  has  always  given 
to  the  world  its  worst  forms  of  national  life,  so  the  rule  of  edu- 
cation has  conserved  the  higher  and  better  purpoises  of  man- 
kind. 

No  tribute  to  education  would  be  complete  without  a  recog- 
nition of  the  part  it  has  played  in  the  history  of  nations,  ais  well 
as  the  work  it  has  performed  in  the  shaping  of  the  destinies 
of  individuals. 

The  birth  of  athought — ^the  generation  of  an  idea — ^embellish- 
ed  by  the  fruit  of  its  practical  application  to  the  affairs  of  men, 
has  often  set  in  motion  the  gigantic  forces  that  created  new 
nations  and  changed  the  current  of  history  from  the  old  chan- 
nels into  the  new\  If  revolutions  in  the  great  world  of  thought 
that  have  moulded  empires  and  created  republics  and  opened 
the  eyes  of  the  blind  to  the  mystic  wonders  of  science,  could  be 
traced  to  their  beginnings,  how  often  would  the  seed  thought 
the  germinal  idea  be  traced  to  the  school  room  and  found  nest- 
ling in  the  budding  genius  of  a  child. 

In  the  light  of  their  possibilities,  the  educational  institu-

tions  of  the  land  mean  more  than  the  work  of  equipping  the 
student  for  the  routine  duties  of  a  career  he  may  choose  to 
follow.  They  are  the  theatres  from  which  may  emanate  the 
dramas  of  civilization,  its  possible  tragedies  and  perchance 
those  movements  upon  the  checkerboard  of  history  that  de- 
serve no  higher  designation  than  the  comedies  of  national  life. 
Great  importance  therefore  attaches  to  these  institutions  for 
to  them  is  assigned  the  responsibility  of  perpetuating  good 
government  through  the  medium  of  a  healthy  eduoation  im- 
parted to  those  under  their  care. 

Under  such  conditions  a  day  like  this  becomes  an  event  in 
the  history  of  the  state.  It  means  the  creation  of  a  permanent 
home  of  a  factory  of  ideas,  whose  handiwork  will  leave  its 
impress  upon  generations  yet  to  come. 

There  is  something  more  beautiful  than  poetry,  more  fasci- 
nating than  prose,  in  the  thought  that  the  civilization  of  to- 
day is  building  so  wisely  for  posterity,  placing  in  solid  maisonry 
the  pledge  of  the  present  to  the  future.  In  ancient  times  the 
graces  of  art,  music  chiseled  into  stone,  and  pleasant  dreams 
woven  into  architectural  design,  were  the  contributions  to 
posterity  set  afloat  in  the  stream  of  time;  but  to-day  an  en- 
lightened public  conscience  seeks  for  the  practical  in  life  and 
builds  for  the  future  temples  of  learning  in  which  all  that  is 
wise  in  government  or  helpful  and  hopeful  in  human  affairs 
may  be  taught  for  the  upbuilding  of  men.  The  world  has 
learned  to  recognize  the  relation  of  education  to  good  govern- 
ment, for  our  institutions  of  learning  have  peopled  the  nations 
with  the  statesmen  and  philosophers  who  gather  the  contend- 
ing elements  of  society  into  a  union  of  purposes,  anld  marshal 
human  energy  to  the  best  ends  of  civilization. 

To  the  broader  views  of  life  impar-ted  in  the  school  room  must 
be  attributed  the  conservative  temper  and  progressive  spirit 
characteristic  of  the  best  forms  of  modern  government.  To 
imbibe  a  knowledge  of  the  past  in  a  manner  that  makes  mani- 
fest the  logic  of  the  merits  and  mistakes  of  government,  is  to 
spread  a  banquet  with  the  fruits  of  experience  and  open  up  to 
the  mind  clearer  and  better  pathways  to  the  future.  In  this 
way  education  serves  the  purposes  of  good  government. 

It  places  well  disciplined  leaders  at  the  head  of  an  orderly 
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rank  and  file.  It  fights  the  battles  of  good  government  with 
the  weapons  of  equity  and  justice,  and  the  wrongs  are  righted 
in  the  forum  of  legislation  instead  of  upon  the  bloody  fields  of 
war. 

Education  of  mind  and  heart  has  step  by  step  lifted  mankind 
from  the  slough  of  ignorance  and  intolerance  to  a  higher  and 
better  destiny.  If  the  past  be  prophetic  of  the  future,  educa- 
tion is  delegated  with  the  mission  of  elevating  the  human  race 
to  a  level  that  will  bring  to  the  world  a  practical  realization 
of  a  new  Utopia.  Steadily  but  surely  the  march  of  the  cen- 
turies is  eliminating  from  human  nature  its  thirst  for  the 
honors  of  war.  Time  was  when  those  only  were  great  who 
achieved  greatness  upon  the  field  of  battle.  Primitive  ignor- 
ance left  its  legacy  of  cruelty  and  its  love  of  prowess  with  the 
race,  and  the  history  of  centuries,  was  written  in  blood  before 
the  Angel  of  Arbitration  heralded  a  new  gospel  to  the  world. 
Even  now  the  new  order  of  things  is  upon  the  threshold  of 
human  affairs,  yet  the  message  of  peace  is  written  upon  honest 
hearts,  and  in  the  moral  education  of  the  w^orld  "the  nations 
will  learn  war  no  more.'^ 

There  is  no  economy  in  ignorance.  The  inability  of  nations 
to  interpret,  understand  and  appreciate  the  rights  of  other  na- 
tions, the  prejudice  of  race  against  race,  have  caused  enough 
expenditure  of  treasure  to  equip  with  comfort  every  person 
upon  this  globe.  With  the  mental  and  moral  education  of 
man  will  come  a  deflection  of  natural  energy  into  profitable 
channels  alone,  until  from  the  sum  total  of  human  effort  the 
maximum  of  happiness  will  spring. 

There  is  something  inspiring  in  the  thought  that  this  insti- 
tution of  learning  located  under  smiling  skies  in  the  garden 
of  the  west,  is  to  contribute  its  part  to  the  civilization  of  the 
future  and  share  in  the  work  of  making  civil  government  equal 
the  ideals  of  hope. 

Mr.  Steere,  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  Ohairman,  Laidies  and  Gentlemen  and  Fellow-Teachers: 
Education  is  an  organism  and  as  such  must  either  groAV  or  de- 
cay. All  systems  have  humble  beginnings  and  have  crept  up 
through  the  ages  bearing  the  fxuit^  of  experience  and  the  pro- 
ducts of  human  progress.     In  every  section  of  our  land  the 
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school  has  been  and  is  the  index  of  the  moral  and  intellectual 
growth  of  the  people. 

State  after  state  has  been  added  to  this  "one  and  insepar- 
able'' union  of  oars  and  educational  systems  have  been  evolved. 
Columbus  opened  the  way  for  a  new  continent,  and  Jefferson, 
wishing  to  "open  up  overland  commercial  relations  with  Ohina 
and  India,''  sent  out  Lewis  and  Clarke,  who  blazed  a  highway 
through  this  state  and  through  this  valley.  Here,  in  the 
"Egypt  of  America,"  what  miemories  of  the  past  come  crowding 
in  upon  us.  Yonder,  almost  in  sight  of  this  beautiful  city,  are 
the  confluents  of  those  noble  streams  named  by  the  intrepid 
explorers  after  the  most  honored  men  of  the  hour.  Thomas 
Jefferson,  and  his  secretaries  of  state  and  of  the  treasury, 
James  Madison  and  Albert  Gallatin.  Yes,  and  over  here  on 
the  Yellowstone,  not  thirty  miles  away,  was  killed  by  the  In- 
dians, that  brave  and  noble  man,  guide  and  scout,  J.  M.  Boze- 
man,  whose  name  this  city  bears.  If  there  is  joy  in  heaven  this 
day  it  certainly  is  among  these  departed  heroes — Lewis  and 
Clarke,  Thomas  Jefferson,  James  Madison,  Albert  Gallatin  and 
J.  M.  Bozeman. 

Gold  was  discovered  in  California,  but  it  Avas  not  until  our 
Union's  internecine  strife  was  drawing  to  a  close  that  Montana 
diverted  and  checked  the  stream  of  emigration  toward  the 
setting  sun. 

The  pilgrim  from  the  East  and  the  '49er  from  the  West  here 
found  a  home.  Here  midway  between  two  oceans  a  new  com- 
monwealth was  born.  All  honor  to  the  sublimely  courageous 
pioneers,  who  placed  the  robber  and  the  highwaymen  out  of 
our  midst  and  made  it  possible  for  a  scene  like  this  to-day. 

Many  of  these  once  notorious  marauders  lie  all  about  us. 
As  one  has  impressively  put  it,  "On  the  snow-sown  summits 
of  Montana,  their  hands  tied  behind  them  and  hempen  cord  for 
a  n(}cktie,  they  sleep,  and  they  sleep  in  their  boots,  forever." 

^ot  twenty  years  have  elapsed  since  these  thrilling  scenes 
were  enacted,  and  yet  to-day  we  are  planting  a  seat  of  learning. 
The  midnight  yell  of  the  savage  and  the  hoof  beats  of  the  herd 
of  buffalo  are  events  of  the  past.  The  kaleidoscope  of  time^ 
turns  round  and  the  scene  is  changed.  "This  is  an  extraordi- 
nary age.  Events  so  various  that  they  might  crowd  centuries 
are  now  compressed  into  a  single  lifetime." 
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"We  now  stand  here,-'  as  did  the  people  at  the  laying  of  the 
corner-stone  of  Bunker  Hill  monument,  "to  enjoy  all  the  bless- 
ings of  our  own  condition  and  to  look  abroad  on  the  brightened 
prospects  of  the  world/'  Our  first  inhabitants  were  broad- 
minded  American  citizens,  most  of  them  well  educated,  and 
a  few  college  graduates.  Many  a  miner  was  taught  over  the 
campfire  after  the  trials  of  the  day  had  been  finished. 

Our  first  school  law  was  almost  entirely  a  Oalifornia  pro^ 
duct.  In  1868  there  were  reported  twenty -one  male  and  six 
female  teachers  in  this  territory,  and  of  this  number  five  males 
and  one  female  were  found  in  this  county.  We  have  a  slight  evi- 
demce  of  change  about  us  today.  In  1873  there  were  50  male  and 
59  female  teachers.  In  1882  there  were  64  male  and  127  female 
and  in  1895  we  had  208  male  and  675  female  teachers. 

Our  first  report,  that  of  1868,  shows  there  were  1,359  child- 
ren of  school  age  here,  while  our  last  gives  nearly  40,000.  The 
amount  paid  to  teachers  in  1868  was  about  |8,000,  while  to-day 
it  is  fifty  times  as  much,  aggregating  close  on  to  |400,000, 
Tlie  camp-fire  school  and  the  log  school  house  have  given  away 
in  one  instance  at  least  to  an  elegant  structure  costing  nearly 
1150,000. 

Our  educational  advantages  are  to-day  taking  a  front  rank 
in  the  onward  march,  and  we  are  not  ashamed  of  the  results. 
Our  state  university  has  been  opened.  We  are  building  a  state 
normal  at  Dillon  that  will  cost  |50,000,  which  is  a  model  in  its 
architectural  design  and  will  be  fitted  for  model  teachers. 

We  are  mindful  of  our  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  and  we  are 
building  at  Boulder  a  |50,000  school  for  them. 

We  are  preparing  to  erect  a  state  school  of  mines  at  Butte 
to  cost  |100,000,  and  we  are  placing  another  |100,000  into  these 
Agrcultural  College  buildings. 

This  is  a  progressive  age,  the  humblest  citizen  is  al- 
ways interested  in  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the 
public  school  system,  because  it  lies  at  the  foundation  of  our 
national  existence. 

We  fully  realize  that  the  active  duties  of  private  and  public 
life  are  better  performed  by  intelligent  and  cultivated  men 
and  women.  - 

"In  the  West,"  says  Bayard  Taylor,  "all  the  traits  of  our  na- 
—4 
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tional  character  are  intensified — its  energy,  its  impnlsivenesis 
its  ambition  and  its  sensitiveness.'' 

We  are  proud  of  our  schools,  we  are  proud  of  our  teachers, 
we  are  proud  of  our  state,  and  we  are  proud  of  our  fellow- 
citizens. 

Our  ideals  either  in  our  school  law  or  in  our  schools  may 
never  be  realized,  but  we  have  endeavored  to  keep  abreast  of 
the  varying  requirements  of  the  hour.  We  have  raised  the 
standard  of  requirements  of  our  teachers,  but  nowhere  do  we 
reach  our  highest  expectations.  We  have  tried  to  istrengthen 
the  intellect,  but  we  have  yet  to  quicken  the  conscience. 

W^hile  there  is  yet  a  great  work  to  be  performed,  we  believe, 
^\ith  Mr.  Dougherty,  that  "the  free  public  school  has  met  all 
reasonable  expectations.  It  has  given  us  increased  power  in 
the  production  of  wealth.  It  has  diminished  pauperism  by 
opening  new  avenues  of  labor,  and  by  showing  how  money  can 
be  saved  as  well  as  earned.  It  has  made  more  of  social  life, 
and  there  is  less  crime  to  be  supported  or  punished.  It  has 
opened  nobler  fields  of  ambition  than  fields  of  war,  for  it  has 
cherished  human  brotherhood.  It  has  furnished  a  skilled 
force  at  hand  for  constant  wants  and  energies — a  force  that 
has  opened  our  mines,  established  our  workshops,  and  made 
the  Vaste  places  blossom  as  the  rose.'  It  has  caused  the 
children  of  the  Saxon,  the  Norman,  the  Celt  and  the  Teuton 
to  become  true  Americans.  Yes,  it  does  fulfill  all  reasonable 
expectations.  Let  us  show  our  thorough  belief  in  it  by  striv- 
ing to  perpetuate  and  improA^e  it." 

Mr.  Chairman,  the  teaichings  of  this  institution  will  be  care- 
fully guarded,  and  we  trust  the  results  will  be  found  in  the 
highest  types  of  mianhood  and  womanhood  in  those  who  go 
forth  from  this  college  into  the  marts  of  trade.  May  the  flag 
of  this  glorious  Union  ever  float  over  the  aspirations,  the  in- 
spirations and  the  ennobling  thoughts  engendered  here.  May 
the  love  of  God  and  the  love  of  country  find  an  abiding  place 
in  the  hearts  of  the  youth  of  this  great  state,  and  especially 
those  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  find  wisdom  within  these 
walls.  Then,  sir,  we  can  rest  assured  that  our  homes  will  be 
benefiited,  this  institution  of  learning  revered,  our  state  hon- 
ored, and  humanity  blessed. 
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CHANGES  IN  THE  FACULTY. 

Professors  Chandler,  Ryon,  Foster,  Williams  and  Maiden 
resigned.  Prof.  W.  H.  Williams,  M.  E.,  a  graduate  of  Wiscon- 
sin University  was  eng^aged  for  the  Department  of  Mechanical 
Engineering.  He  has  had  a  very  practical  training,  and  is  ex- 
cellently adapted  for  the  position.  Prof.  Frank  Beach  is  a 
graduate  of  Colorado  State  College  and  occupies  the  position 
of  Agriculturalist  and  Irrigation  Engineer  combined.  These 
were  held  by  Professors  Kyou  and  Foster.  Prof.  Beach's 
training  was  under  I^rof.  Carpenter,  who  is  recognized  as  one 
of  the  first  in  Irrigation  Engineering,  Dr.  W.  L.  Williams'  suc^ 
cesser  has  not  yet  been  appointed.  Prof.  Brewer,  a  graduate 
of  Grenell  College,  Iowa,  and  a  Fellow  of  Chicago,  Uni- 
versity has  been  appointed  professor  of  English  and  His- 
tory. He  has  charge  al^o  of  the  work  in  Latin.  He  is  proving 
liimself  very  efficient.  Miss  Stella  E.  Shaff  has  been  appoint- 
ed to  succeed  Miss  Jones  as  teacher  of  Stenography  and  Type- 
T\'riting.  Miss  Owens  has  been  appointed  librarian  and  takes 
charge  of  the  class  in  Physical  Culture.  Two  new  depart- 
ments have  been  opened,  the  Departments  of  Biology  and  Do- 
mestic Science. 

Dr.  E.  Y.  Wilcox,  a  graduate  of  Harvard  University  has  been 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Biological  Department  and 
the  work  has  commenced  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  promise 
of  excellent  results. 

Mrs.  Eliza  Owens,  has  taken  charge  of  the  Department  of 
Domestic  Science  and  Art.  A  room  has  been  secured  in  the 
Ferris  Block  and  work  commenced  with  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Mrs.  Owens  is  recognized  as  being  among  the  first  in 
her  field.

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EQUIPMENT. 

We  are  adding  yearly  to  our  equipment  until  all  our  de- 
partments are  liberally  supplied  with  apparatus  and  material 
for  illustration.  For  practical  work  in  Geology  and  Mineralogy 
we  have  large  collections  which  include  a  part  of  the  famous 
Anaconda  exhibit  and  a  collection  purchased  from  Dr.  Trap- 
hagen,  consisting  of  aibout  ten  thousand  specimens,  and  in- 
valuable for  illustrative  work.  The  Botanical  Department 
has  the  herbariums  which  were  exhibited  at  the  World's  Fair. 
At  the  present  time,  estimates  are  approved  by  the  Executive 
and  State  Boards  for  apparatus  and  equipment  amounting 
to  |13,000  dollars.  This  enables  us  to  offer  special  induce- 
ments to  students  to  enter  for  scientific  study. 


THE  LIBEARY. 

The  Library  has  about  3,000  volumes  selected  with  great 
care.  The  reading  room  is  furnished  with  over  sixty  J ournals, 
Magazines  and  Periodicals  and  about  twenty  daily  and  weekly 
Montana  papers. 


THE  PREPARATORY  COURSE. 

The  Preparatory  Course  has  been  extended  to  three  years, 
thus  placing  it  on  a  level  with  High  Schools.  Poor  prepara- 
tory training  for  professional  courses  has  borne  a  very  bounti- 
ful harvest  of  inefficient  professional  men.  It  is  time  we  rea- 
lized that  a  good  general  education  is  the  first  essential  to 
success  in  Medicine,  Law,  Theology  or  Enjgineering  in  any  of  its 
branches.  The  course  as  now  arranged  provides  time  for  a 
thorough  drill  in  the  English  branches,  and  for  an  elementary 
course  in  the  sciences.  To  the  student  who  cannot  go  on  to 
College  work,  it  gives  the  opportunity  to  obtain  a  liberal  knowl- 
edge of  English  and  such  a  knowledge  of  science  as  may  bring 
him  into  closer  touch  mth  nature. 
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THE  SCIENCES. 

The  theoretical  side  of  the  sciences  is  never  lost  sight  of. 
The  necessity  of  a  thorough  training  is  emphaisized  so  that 
practical  work  may  have  greater  value.  Students  are  required 
to  learn  how  to  observe.  Even  the  faculty  of  verbal  descrip- 
tion is  secondary.  Drawings  are  made  of  what  is  seen  thus 
making  the  faculty  of  observation  accurate. 

Students  are  given  work  in  preparing  abstracts  of  scientific 
articles  through  Journal  meetings.  They  are  also  made  fami- 
liar with  scientific  progress  by  discussions. 


MANUAL  TKAINING 

Is  an  essential  part  of  our  courses.  It  is  instruction  in  tool 
Avork  as  an  educational  discipline.  Our  shop  building  is  sup- 
plied with  sets  of  tools  and  iron  and  wood  lathes  and  students 
are  required  to  take  a  course  in  carpentry  and  turning  wood  and 
iron. 

In  the  Art  Department  they  take  a  course  in  black  and  white 
and  work  from  the  round.  The  course  in  free-hand  drawing 
develops  the  faculty  of  seeing  objects  as  they  are.  In  the 
course  of  Domestic  Science  they  sew  and  cook,  and  arrange 
household  work  under  a  competent  instructor.  In  the  Com- 
mercial Course  they  do  the  work  as  they  would  in  actual  busi- 
ness. 

Last  but  not  least  the  importance  of  English  is  never  lost 
sight  of,  and  the  work  is  being  increased  from  year  to  year. 
Students  are  taught  hoAV  to  use  the  library  and  as  for  as  poss- 
ible a  love  for  reading  is  developed. 


LITERAKY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  three  Literary  Societies  in  the  College,  one  for 
ladies  and  two  for  gentlemen  with  an  enrollment  of  about 
eighty.  These  are  all  under  the  supervision  of  the  faculty 
some  member  of  which  attends  each  meeting. 
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THE  COLLEGE  EXPONENT 

Is  pnblislied  monthly  by  the  Students  and  thus  they  are 
given  some  ideas  of  methods  in  Journalism. 

Last  year  the  total  number  of  students  enrolled  Avas  155  in  all 
departments.  Four  graduated,  one  in  Agriculture,  two  in  the 
Ladies'  Course  and  one  in  Science.  During  the  present  year 
146  have  enrolled  up  to  the  present  tim^.  Of  these  12  are  in 
College  courses,  27  are  taking  special  Academic  work,  10  are 
in  the  regular  praparatory  course,  25  in  the  Commercial  Course, 
8  in  Stenography  and  Typewriting,  2  specials  in  Art  and  32  in 
Music.

To  show  the  field  we  cover,  11  are  in  rhetoric,  6  in  advanced 
jSngllsh,  20  in  elementary  and  advanced  Physics,  36  in  Latin, 
16  in  Geometry,  17  in  English  Composition,  27  in  Elementary 
Algebra,  7  in  Higher  Algebra,  15  in  Anatomy,  one  in  Eco- 
nomics and  Logic,  5  in  Geology,  5  in  Mineralogy,  2  in  Shop- 
work,  20  in  Chemistry,  11  in  History,  4  in  Mechanical  Drawing, 
27  in  Freehand  Drawing,  13  in  Botamy  and  Zoology  and  2  in

The  Department  of  History  and  Literature  is  managed  by 
the  President  and  is  fully  up  to  the  approved  standard,  not 
only  as  regards  methods  of  work  but  also  in  the  results  that  are 
being  attained.  The  student  not  only  gains  a  knowledge  of  the 
subjects  taught,  but  is  trained  in  methods  of  study  and  research 
The  student  rarely  fails  to  partake  of  that  enthusiasm  and 
spirit  which  characterizes  the  Avork  of  this  Department. 

The  Department  of  Chemistry  and  Physics  is  well  supplied 
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with  tlie  best  apparatus  and  modern  laboratory  appliances. 
The  department  of  Assaying  is  quite  popular  and  affords  ex- 
cellent training  in  this  interesting  and  practical  subject. 

The  aim  in  the  Mathematical  Department  is  to  present  the 
subject  in  a  way  that  will  be  both  of  practical  value  and  of 
value  as  a  means  of  mental  discipline.  The  department  is  well 
supplied  with  illustrative  material  and  is  doing  excellent  work. 

The  Department  of  Greek  and  Latin  is  well  supplied  with 
reference  books  and  other  material  calculated  to  facilitate  the 
work  and  secure  the  interest  of  the  student.  Maps,  Charts,  and 
Photographic  material  in  the  way  of  lantern  slides,  etc.,  afford 
abundant  means  of  illustration  of  the  customs,  manners  and 
art  work  of  the  people  whose  language  and  literature  is  studied. 

The  Departmient  of  Modern  Languages  is  quite  popular, 
German,  French  and  Spanish  are  taught  by  the  best  approved 
methods.  The  students  of  this  department  are  making  rapid 
progress  in  their  work.  For  the  present  the  Professor  of 
l^iodern  Languages  is  directing  the  work  in  the  Department 
of  Mechanical  Engineering.  The  first  class  of  Engineering 
students  hais  completed  the  work  of  the  Freshman  year  and 
has  commenced  the  Sophomore  work.  The  work  technical  in 
the  Department,  consists  of  shiop-work  and  Mechanical  DraT\ - 
ing.  Work  in  Mathematics,  History,  Literature,  Science,  etc., 
accompanies  the  technical  work. 

It  is  believed  by  the  maniaigement  that  a  course  in  Median 
ical  Engineering  should  be  founded  on  the  aibility  to  do  work 
in  Practical  Mechanics,  and  hence  preliminary  training  is 
given  in  working  m  wood  and  iron. 

The  Department  of  Biology  has  an  excellent  equipment  in 
the  line  of  the  material  usually  found  in  a  modern  Biological 
department.  Quite  a  number  of  contributions  have  been  made 
to  this  department,  some  of  tliesie  are  from  private  individuals 
and  some  from  the  U.  S.  Bureaus  at  Washington. 

There  is  a  w^ell  patronized  department  of  Music.  This  in- 
cludes Instrumental  Music  aud  also  V oice  Training. 

The  Library  is  one  of  the  important  features  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

The  books  have  been  selected  with  reference  to  the  present 
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needs  of  the  students.  They  comprise  for  the  most  part  stand- 
ard works  in  History,  Literature,  Science,  etc. 

There  are  1,363  bound  volumes  and  167  pamphlets  unbound. 
A  collection  of  very  rare  Mediaeval  manuscripts  and  books 
is  deserving  of  especial  mention. 


GENERAL  PRCMHIESS  01'  l^HE  UNIVEl^SITY. 

Tlie  general  progress  of  the  University  has  been  in  the  main 
quite  satisfactory.  The  increase  in  enrollment  has  been  grat- 
ifjing  but  still  more  so  has  been  the  fact  that  the  incoming 
students  are  better  prepared  for  their  work  and  consequently 
t]ie  work  of  all  has  been  greatly  improved.  This  improvement 
in  preparation  is  due  to  the  efforts  already  being  made  by  the} 
schools  of  the  State  in  the  direction  of  getting  the  course  of 
study  in  the  public  schools  in  line  with  that  of  the  University 
so  as  to  prepare  those  who  complete  public  school  work  for 
some  definite  place  in  the  University  course. 

The  act  of  tlie  State  Boaid  of  I'-ducation  of  hist  year  in 
establishing  accredited  high  schools  is  already  beginning  to 
bring  about  desired  results.  In  many  cases  where  the  high 
school  courses  are  not  complete  the  work  is  still  so  planned 
as  to  prepare  the  applicant  for  advanced  standing  in  the  Pre- 
paratory dej)artment. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  contributions  to  the  Museum, 
among  which  as  especial] y  interesting  may  be  mentioned 
specimens  of  petrified  moss  found  in  Missoula  county  and 
presented  by  Mr.  Schmidt  of  Missoula;  and  three  golden 
eagles  presented  by  Mr.  Amos  Buck  of  Steve nisville. 

Two  literary  societies  ha\^e  been  organized^ — ^the  01  art. i a 
and  the  Hawthorne.  The  former  is  composed  of  young  Avoineii 
of  the  University  and  the  latter  of  young  men.  Lotli  hold 
meetings  regularly  and  are  doing  good  work. 

Dr.  J.  J.  Buckley  of  Missoula  has  founded  in  mejuory  of  his 
father  what  is  to  be  known  as  the  H.  N.  Buckley  oratorical 
contest.  A  prize  of  twenty  dollars  is  to  be  a  warded  annually 
to  the  one  preparing  and  delivering  the  best  oration.  The 
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conditions  of  tbe  conte^  are  unlder  the  eonti^ol  of  the  faculty. 

An  athletic  association  consisting  of  students  and  mem 
bers  of  the  faculty  hais  been  organized  for  the  encouragement 
and  control  of  athletics. 

A  branch  of  the  Young  Men's  Ohristian  Association  has 
also  been  organized  by  the  studemts  and  has  quite  a  large 
membership.  The  circular  to  teachers  which  the  State  Board 
of  Education  approved  at  the  December  meeting  wais  issued 
about  December  25,  and  as  a  result  a  number  of  teachers  from 
different  parts  of  the  State  entered  the  University  and  were 
greatly  benefited  by  their  work. 


BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

We  have  continued  to  use  the  building  placed  at  our  dis- 
posal by  the  citizens  of  Missoula.  It  hlas  proved  to  be  conven- 
ient atnd  well  arrainged  but  is  mot  large  enough  to  provide 
comfortably  for  the  increased  numiber  of  students  enrolled 
this  year.  Neither  is  there  room  for  conveniently  arranging 
the  material  that  has  been  gathered  for  the  use  of  the  different 
departments.  More  room  i«  n/eeded  to  facilitate  the  work 
already  in  progress  and  every  increase  in  the  number  of 
classes  or  in  equipment  adds  a  new  demand. 

The  University  grounds  have  beeni  enclosed  by  a  neat  and 
substantial  fence.  Shade  trees  have  been  planted  to  the 
number  of  five  hundred.  All  except  a  very  few  of  these  are 
thriving.  This  work  has  been  done  by  the  Missoula  Board  of 
Trade  and  without  expense  to  the  State. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  as  a  day  for  tree  pliauting.  The 
laibor  organizations,  other  fraternal  and  civic  societies,  as 
well  as  the  students  of  the  University  and  children  of  the 
schools  took  part  in  the  exercises  which  were  held  on  the 
ITniversity  grounds. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  of  June  1896  plans  for  the  general  arrangement  of 
the  grounds  and  buildings  have  been  prepared.  In  the  pro- 
posed arraingement  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  it  has  been 
the  endeavor  to  make  such  a  beginning  that  the  needs  of 
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future  years  will  noi:  necesisiftlalte  smj  reconsttruction  of  the 
plain  of  buildings  and  campus:  but  to  provide  systematic  plan 
I  that  may  gradually  ble  developed  ais  the  necessities  of  the  In- 
istitution  and  the  amount  of  iniciome  will  justify.  Our  plans 
should  look  to  the  future  and  yet  be  in  such  shape  as  will  best 
accommodate  the  needs  of  the  present. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  imiportance  thiat  steps  be  taken  at  once 
leading  to  the  erection  of  permanent  buildings  on  the  Univer- 
sity grounds.
